Attention  is  directed  to  the  following  extracts  from  acts  for  the  protection  of  wafanMB 
and  sea  Uons  in  Alaska,  approved  May  11,  1908,  May  31,  1920,  a&d  June  16,  1934,  together 
with  the  regulations  of  the  Department  which  hereby  become  effective,  Peraons  concerned  or 
interested  in  these  matters  and  officers  of  the  Department  charged  with  the  enfoicanent  of 
these  laws  and  r^ulations  should  familiarise  themselves  with  their  {ttovieicMis. 

BXTRACT  FROM  ALASKA  GAME  LAW,  APPROVED  UAY  U,  1908 

From  and  after  the  passage  <rf  thia  Act  tiie  wanton  dertmction  of  wfld  game  animab,    *  for  the 

purpowB  of  aelling  rame  or  ttie  flkhw  or  eay  part  ^bmtii.  esoip*  «■  Jurainaftcr  pvovided.  is  bawby  pio- 
hifatted. 

Game  defined— The  term  "game  animalfi"  shall  include    *    *    ♦  walrus. 

Exemptions.— l>^othmg  in  this  Act  sliall  affect  any  law  now  in  force  in  Alaska  relating  to  the  fur  seal,  sea 
otter  or  any  fur-bearing  animri  or  prevwit  the  IdDing  of  any  game  animal  *   for  food  or  clothing  at

Sec.  2.  Season.— Th&t  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  in  Alaska  to  kiU  any  wild  game  animals  or  bMs, 
agioept  during  the  season  hereinafter  provided;  North  of  latitude  aixty-two  degreea,  ♦  *  •  walm  •  ♦  • 
Sto  August  first  to  Decanbcr  tentii.  both  induBive;  •  ♦  *  and  f^tamM  JMer,  TbaA  ihe  BnmAsry  of 
Commeree*  is  hev^y  authorized,  whenever  he  shaU  deem  it  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  game  animals, 

*  *  *  to  make  and  pxiblish  rule8  and  regulations  prohibiting  the  sale  of  any  game  in  any  locality,  modifying 
the  close  seasons  hereinbefore  e8tablished,  providing  different  close  seasons  for  different  parte  of  Alaska,  placing 
further  restrictions  and  limitations  on  the  killing  of  such  animals  *  in  any  giv«  locality,  or  pnAibit- 
ing  H'Kng  entMy  for  a  p«iod  not  exceeding  two  yean  in  such  locality.

Guns  and  boats.— Th&t  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  at  any  time  to  hunt  with  dogs  any  of  the  game 
tffiftn.LU  specified  in  this  Act;  to  use  a  shotgun  larger  than  number  ten  gauge,  or  any  gun  ottier  ttian  that  whidi 
can  be  fired  from  the  shoulder;  <»-  to  use  steam  launches  or  any  boats  other  than  thoee  propelled  by  oan  or 
paddles  In  the  pursuit  of  game  animals    *    *  *. 

8«c.  4.  Sale.— 'Th&t  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  at  any  time  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any 
hides,  skimj,  or  heads  of  any  game  animals  *  *  ♦  in  Alaska,  or  to  seU,  offer  for  sale,  or  purchase,  or  ofifer 
to  purchase,  any  game  animals   •   •   *   ,  or  parte  thereof,  during  the  time  when  the  kiUing  of  such  animals 

*  *  *  Isprohil^ted:  i°yov»M,  Thai  it  be  lawful  for  *  *  * 
legaBy  kitted  dinteg  the  open  season  to  dispose  of  the  same  within  fifteen  days  after  the  close  of  said  season. 

Sec.  5.  Licenses.— Th&t  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  nonresident  of  Alaska  to  hunt  any  of  the  game  animab 
protected  by  this  Act,  *  *  *  without  first  obtaining  a  hunting  Ucense,  ♦  •  *  and  such  license  diall 
not  be  transferable  and  shall  be  vaUd  only  during  the  calendar  year  in  wtMi  issued.  Eadi  ^nOieant  shaU  pay 
a  fto  of  <me  bundled  d«^  for  such  Hoense,  unless  he  be  a  «ltt«^

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A  resident  of  Alaska  desiring  to  export  heads  or  trophies  of  any  of  the  game  animals  mentioned  m  thw  Act 
duOl  first  obtain  a  shipping  licence.  *  •  *  Not  nuMte  than  one  generol  iMHmse  ♦  •  *  shaU  be  issued  to 
any  OBepenon  in  one  year:  PronM,  ThatbcforeaBy  tw^shaD  be  shipped  from  Alaska  under  the  provisions  of 
aAt  Act  the  peraon  desiring  to  make  such  shipment  shaU  first  make  and  file  with  the  customs  office  at  the  port 
where  such  shipment  is  to  be  made  an  affidavit  to  the  effect  that  he  has  not  violated  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Act;  that  the  trophy  which  he  desires  to  ship  has  not  been  bought  or  purchased  and  has  not  hem  sold  and  is  not 
being  shipped  for  the  purpose  of  being  sold,  and  that  he  is  tt»  owner  of  the  trophy  whio^  *  ♦ 

Any  affidavit  required  by  the  ptovWonso*  this  Act  may  be  subwibed^  euitomsoffleeror 

before  any  officer  competent  to  administer  an  oath. 

The  governor  of  Alaska  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  licenses  for  hunting  and  shipping  big  game.  On  issuing 
a  license  he  shall  require  the  appUcant  to  state  whether  the  heads  or  trophies  to  be  obtained  oar  shipped  under 
said  Ucense  wiU  pass  through  the  porta  of  entry  at  Seattle,  Washingtcm,  Portland,  Oregon,  or  San  Rtandaco, 
CUifmnia,  and  he  ■'»»n  fcnthwith  notify  the  collector  <rf  customa  at  the  proper  port  of  entry  as  to  the  name  of  the 
holder  of  the  Kcense  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee.  *  *  *  And  the  governor  shall  annually 
make  a  detailed  and  itemized  report  to  the  Secretary  of  Commerce,  in  which  he  shall  state  the  number  and  kind  of 
licendes  issued,  *  *  *  which  report  shall  also  include  a  full  statement  of  all  trophies  exported  and  aO  ammals

It  shaU  be  the  duty  of  the  eoDeetcv  <rf  cuatoma  at  Seattle,  Portland,  and  San  Vteneiaeo  to  keep  strict  account 
of  an  eonaignments  of  g*"**  animals  zec^ved  from  Alaska,  and  no  consignment  of  game  shaU  be  entered  until 
doe  notice  thereof  has  been  received  from  the  governor  of  Alaska  or  the  Secretary  of  Commerce,  and  found  to 
agree  with  the  name  and  address  on  the  shipment.  In  case  consignments  arrive  without  Ucense  they  shall  be 
detained  for  sixty  days,  and  if  a  license  be  not  then  produced  said  consignmattts  shall  be  forfeited  to  tita  United 
States  and  shaU  be  deUvered  by  the  collector  of  enatoma  to  the  United  States  marshal  of  the  aatriet  for  auch 

dfiapoaltloii  aa  the  eoort  may  direct. 

Sec.  7.  Penalties.— Th&t  any  p«Bon  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shaU  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  forfeit  to  the  United  States  all  game  ♦  ♦  *  m  his  possession, 
and  all  guns,  traps,  nets,  or  boats  used  in  killing  or  capturing  said  game  •  ♦  *,  and  shall  be  punished  for 
eaeh  olliBM  by  a  fine  <rf  not  more  than  two  hmidred  d<^Ts  or  imprisonment  not  more  than  three  months,  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.  Any  person  making  any  false  or  untrue  state- 
ments in  any  affidavit  required  by  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  forefeit  to  the  United  States  all  trophies  in  his  possession,  and  shaU  be  punished  by  a  fine  in  any  sum  not 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars  or  impriacmmflnt  not  mwe  than  three  months,  or  by  both  eoeh  fine  and  impriaonr- 
ttent,  in  the  diaeretion  of  the  eoort. 

Enforcement— It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  marshals  and  deputy  marshals,  collectors  or  deputy  collectors 
of  customs,  all  officers  of  revenue  cutters,  and  all  game  wardens  to  assist  in  the  enforcement  of  this  Act.  Any 
marshal,  deputy  marshal,  or  warden  m  or  out  of  Alaska  may  arrest  without  warrant  any  person  found  Yiolating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  or  any  of  the  regulatlona  her^  provided,  and  may  a^  any  game  *  •  ♦ 
hidea»  and  any  trapa,  nets,  gons,  boats,  or  other  paraphernalia  used  in  the  capture  of  such  game  *  *  *  and 
found  in  the  possession  of  said  person  in  or  out  of  Alaska,  and  any  collector  or  deputy  collector  of  customs,  or 
warden.  *  *  *  or  any  person  authorized  in  writing  by  a  marshal  shaU  have  the  power  above  provided  to 
arrest  persons  found  violating  this  Act  or  said  regulations  and  seize  said  property  without  warrant  to  ke^  and 
deliver  the  same  to  a  marshal  or  a  deputy  marahaL  It  ahall  be  the  dufty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Tieaamy,  upon 
reqnsat  of  the  governor  or  Seeretaiy  of  Canmwree,  to      in  carrying  out  the  providona  of  thia  Aet 

EXTRACT  FROM  AGRICULTURAL  APPROPRIATION  ACT  APPROVED  MAY  31,  lft20 

The  powen  and  duties  conferred  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  by  e\isting  law,  with  respect  to  walruses 
*  *  *,  are  hereby  conferred  upon,  and  shall  be  exercised  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce:  Provided^  That 
nothing  in  this  Act  shall  aflfect  the  powere  and  dutiaa  conferred  upon  the  Seor^ary  of  Commerce  by  existing  law, 
preelamations,  or  KMeutiYe  orders  with  respeet  to  fur  seala  andaea  otters,  and  jurisdiction  over  the  Pribflof  Islands 
and  the  fur-bearing  animals  thereon ;  and  hereaftor  the  wardens  and  other  officers  heretofore  or  hereafter  appointed 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  the  protection  of  bird  reservations  in  Alaska  under  the  control  of  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  or  for  the  protection  of  fur-bearing  animals  in  Alaska,  shall  have  and  exereise  like 
authority  and  powers  in  the  p^oimanoe  of  th^  feq;»eeti¥e  dutiaa  aa  are  eoatorad  i^Km  game  waideiia  1^  th* 
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Alaaka  same  law  of  May  11, 1908  (TWrty-fifth  Statutes  at  Large,  page  102),  and  by  existing  law  upon  officers  and 
agents  5tte  Departnant  of  Oanmerae  employed  in  the aalmoa  fiaheriea  and  furnwal  and  sea-otter  serviees  m 
Alaaka. 

BBGULATION  GOVERNING  THE  KILLING  OF  WALRUSES 
The  fdUowing  regulataon  govening  the  bffling  of  walnises  k  herd>y  promn^ated: 

WALBU&£S 

The  killing  of  walruses  in  die  TerritOTy  of  Alaska  or  in  any  of  the  waters  of  Alaska  over 
wliich  the  United  States  has  jurisdiction  is  prohibited  from  July  1,  1934,  to  June  30,  1936, 
botli  dates  indusiye.  This  prohibition  shaU  not  apply  to  the  killing  of  walruses  by  natives  for 
food  or  dothing,  by  miners  or  explorers  when  in  need  of  food,  or  to  the  coUection  of  spedmens 
for  sdoitific  purposes  undsr  pmnits  issued  by  die  Secretary  of  Coounerce. 

ALASKA  SEA  UON  ACT  APPROVED  JUNE  16,  1934 

An  acta  and  parta  of  acts  making  it  unlawful  to  kffl  aea  Uons,  as  tanie  animals  or  otherwise,  in  the  waf  era 

of  the  Territory  of  Alaska  are  repealed:  Provided,  however,  That  sea  lions  shall  not  be  kiUed  in  the  waters  of 
Alaska  except  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  may  prescribe,  in  order  to  prevant 
the  extinction  of  sea  Uons  as  a  species  of  interesting  sea  life  in  the  waters  of  Alaaka.
